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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner does not agree with the applicant's 
interpretation the "first electronically operated device" includes a telephone handset and networked computer. The Disclosure defines a 
telephone handset networked to a computer to perform the call control functions but does not define "a first electronically operated device" 
comprising a telephone function and a computer. Claim 1 3 defines a first electronically operated device, including a telephone function that 
controls receiving a telephone call but does not also comprise a computer. Claim 13 does identify a computer with or without the "telephone 
function". Dependent claim 27 indicates "a computer, remote from said electronically operated device, said second computer connected to 
said network, and including automatic voice recognition capability. This "computer remote from said electronically operated device" 
provides the call functions as defined in the Disclosure and is clearly NOT part of "the electronically operated device". The annotated figure 
1 of the applicant's response is not accepted as being new matter. 
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
